The principal work done in the laboratory of the Bureau 
of the Mint is the examination, weighing, and assaying of the 
Special test ceins’ which ars forwarded day by day from the 
four operative mints, This enables the Director of the Mint 
to daily inspect the Coinage output of the mints in the matter 
of werlnanelitss and to ascertain if the coins are kept within 
the legal requirements as to Weight and fineness.

My dear Mr. Secretary: 


. I arrived here safely on the 9th instent, without Bie 

particular incident. I stopped at Denver and inspected the United States Mint — 

at that place, and am pleased to say that I found everything in sa shape, 
The mint is well officered and is doing fine work. 

I inspected the large vault which I spoke to you about, and found it even 
better than I expected. I should say that it was the most secure vault the 
zovernuent has in its possession. There is ample room to hold all the gold we 
whish to store there. 

I have been extremely busy since my arrival here, there being so many 


matters requiring immediate oninesiaas shat I did not call upon the manager of the 
Wells Farge Company until Aone I subuitted our plans in relation to the 


movenent of the gold, and asked a to make a rate, He asked for two or three 
days’ time in which to consider the matter and promised tc let me know when he 
was ready to wake further arrangewents. From what he said, I think we will eet 
a very fair rate. I also called his attention to the matter of liability and 
notified him that the government expected to be secured against any. possible 
Jess. As soon as I have another talk with him, I will report further. 

I see by the papers that the Seattle people were able to present such 
arguments that we found jueta tasers for exempting Seattle from the operations 
of our recent order in relation to giving eastern exchange in payment for gol¢ 
deposits at Seattle. I imagino that as soon as the’San Francisco harbors ley 
of this exception that there will be a demand to put San Francisco on the sane 
footing as Seattle. Perhaps we will have to let the method of exchange preveil 
until the Sub=treasury is established at ZSeattle, and then there will be no 
further sxcuse for the demands of the Seattle bankers. In the meantime I think we 
can obviate a part of the trouble by sending some of the gold from Seattle to 
Denver instead of here to San Francisco. The conditions here are favorable for 
such diversion of the deposits at Seattle - at least temporarily.

a8 _ with Wells Fargo and Cosipany Express. After several interviews with the officials 
of the company here, I was requested to meet with their attorney to make final 
arrangements. This I did last week, and expected to have the contract submitted 
by him for your approval before this, but today I am informed that the atoprney 
has been instructed by the New York officials to send the contract and form of 
receipt to be given to the New York officials for approval. I am also told that 
the papers went forward on last Saturday, the 27th inst. 

In the matter of the liability of the company, you will find enclosed the 
statenent of the attorney, Mr. Pillsbury, in which he claims that the liability 
is only measured by its resources, which, with its capital and surplus, is some- 
thing over $24,000,000 This statement he made in writing at my request, showing 
the character of the assets.and their principal location.
